CHICAGO, Oct. 9. 


The most terrible conflagration that 


>ver occurred in the United States has 
lean ia progress in this oity. for nearly 
wenty-four houn, laying the whole 
rasiness portion of the city and one-fifth 
of all the buildings in ashes. 


The fire broke ont last evening, between 


9 and 10 o'clock, in a barn in West Taylor 
street, and;, owing to the inflammable 
natniwiot iu oonUnts, tbe building was 
wrapped in flames before the firemen ar- 
rived.' From this insignificant source 
sprang this terrible calamity. 


The portion of the oity where the fire 


originated was built np almost entirely of 
wooden buildings, closely packed together, 
tenanted by carpenters, cabinet-makers, 
coopers, varnish manufacturers, inter- 
spersed with lumbar yards and stores of 
other equally inflammable materials. Tbe 
wind wai blowing a terrible gale and the 
devouring element spread so rapidly that 
all attempts to stay its ravages proved 
fruit' «.. 


T i. fire sooii reached Olark street, upon 
Lull tbe greater portion of the fine busi- 


ness bluoks were situated, all of which are 
destroyed. The court-boose, which waa 
twenty years in building, was swept away 
in thirty minutes. 
The Sherman House, 


>pposite the court-house, the new Pacific 
Hotel, which was soon to be opened, and 
said to b» the largest in the world ; and, 
indeed, every hotel in the oity, is swal- 
lowed np in tha sea of fire. When the fire 
reached State street, toward tha lake, an 
attempt waa made to stay its progress by 
blowing up Uie buildings in the vicinity 
of Field, Leiters & Oo.'s magnificent dry 
yoode establishment, bnt this only seemed 
(o add to tha fury of the flunes. From 
State street the fire advanced with unabat- 
ed fury to the North Division, and scarce- 
ly a vestige of the eight thousand build- 
ing, on that side of tbe river is left Tak- 
ing a southeasterly direction, the firo 
swept through Madison avenue and Hon- 
roe'street, extending a distance of about 
one mile and a quarter, devouring in its 
advance the 1'nbune building, Crosby's 
Opera-Houae, HoVioker'a Theater, and 
hundreds of the finest business houses in 
the oity. West of the court-house, em- 
bracing Lasalle, Wells and South Water 
street*, upon which a very large portion 
of the business was concentrated, every- 
thing is swept clean. The space burnt 
over covers an area of more than five 
square miles* while the value of the prop- 
erty destroyed is simply to be conjectured, 
some placing it at $100,000,000, and oth- 
ers even mors than this. 


It -»as about 1 o'clock this morning 


when the fire crossed the river at Adams 
street bridge and soon destroyed the gas 
works, and then spread itself in every di- 
rection. More than one-half the popula- 
tion are now pushing through the streets 
in' vehicles, which are obtained at enor- 
mous prices, on foot, and in every other 
way, with tbe choicest household treasures 
in their arms and on their backs in utter 
oonfuaion,T not knowing whither to go. 
Fearful suffering must follow, and almost 
immediately. Fall 100,000 people are at 
this moment homeless and houseless, not 
knowing where to lay their heads or get 
anything to latisl'y the cravings of hunger 


At noon, the whole business portion o 


the city from Harrison street north to 
Chicago avenue, and east of the river to 
Lake avenue, was devastated, embracing a 
district three mile* in length to a mile or 
a mile and a half in width. -The flames 
swept through the oity with the rspidity 
of a prairie fire, and many persons muni 
have perished. 


At this hour (5 p. m) the awful work of 


destruction still goes on with relentless 
fury. From Harrison street in tha south 
to Division street in the north, and from 
the river to the lake, an area of four miles 
long by one mile wide, the flames have 
swept everything before them. 


The streets in the districts still unburn 


ed an lined for miles with such honseholc 
goods as have been saved from destruc- 
tion. Most generous offers of assistance in 
money, food or anything wanted are com- 
ing in from almost every city and town in 
the country by telegraph. The mayor has 
responded to several offers, asking that 
cooked food be provided as soon as possi- 
ble. Firemen are on their way here from 
Cistcwaati, St. Louis and other cities. The 
water works are entirely destroyed. Build- 
ings are sow being blown np on the line 
of the fire to attempt to arrest its progress. 


It is beKeved that the spread of the fire 


southward will soon be stayed at Harrison 
street, but OB the north side there is no 
diminution of its fury, and the entire di- 
vision of the city is evidently doomed to 
utter destruction. There are grave fears 
that the flimee may spread to the wes 
side of the north brand at the river, anc 
the inhabitants of the «tseets nearest tbe 
river are already moving to places, it is 
Bop^ioeed, of greater safety. The Western 
TJnion Telegraph Company tiara now six 
wires, working east and south, running 
into a temporary office at the corner o 
State and Sixteenth streets. The North- 
western Railroad Company are running 
trains on both its branches, which are 
crowded with fleeing citizens. It is now 
positively asserted by some that the water 
works are still intact, bnt the water has 
been shut off from tbe south and west di- 
visions, on aoorant of the quantity beinf 
mat. on the north side. A trustworthy 
gentleman, just arrived from the north di 
vision, brings tha joyful intelligence that 
the water works are uninjured. God grant 
that it may prove true. 


It is impossible now to give even an ap- 


proximately correct statement of 
th< 


losses, b»t a hint idea may be formec 
when it is stated tbat every bank in the 
city except two small savings institutions, 
one on Twenty-second street, in tbe South 
Division, and eue on Randolph street, in 
the West Diviiion, is destroyed. Al 
wholesale stores, all retail establishments 
the post-offioe, the oonrt-bouse, the cham 
her of commerce, every hotel in the Santh 
Division, except the Michigan Avenue 
Hotel, which, standing on the extreme 
southern limit, essaped, though it is badi; 
scorched; every newspaper office (the Tn 
tune building, which was supposed to be 
fire-proof,having finally succumbed), every 
theatre, the six largest elevators, the im 
mense depots of tbe Michigan Southern 
and of the Illinois Central railroads (botl 
the passenger and freight depots oi thi 
latter), ssore than a score of churches, anc 
much of the shipping in the river—all are 
destroyed. 


Men who were millionaires yesterday 


morning are nearly penniless to-day; bn 
more terrible than all is the awful cer 
tainty tbat many human buildings hav 
perished in the flames—how many, no on 
can te!1| Perhaps no one will ever be able 
to tell; bnt it U -known that some hav 
perished, and there ia only a heart-sicken 
ing fear.that the victims of the fiery saon 
ster may be counted by scores. 


Hundreds of bones and cows have been 


burned in stables, and on the North 8 id 
numbers of animate, though released from 
conflnement,.were so bewildered and con 
fused by tbe sea oi fire .which surrounded 
them that they rushed wildly to and fro 
uttering cries of fright and pain unti 
scorched and killed. 


Any attempt at a daecrip'ion of the 


scenes of this appal ling calamity would be 
idle. The "simple fact that the once grea 
oity of Chicago is nearly destroyed, that 
hundreds of millions of active capital her 
have vanished, and that nearly one-thin 
of Chicago's inhabitants are houseless, is 
enough. Any attempt to embellish woul 
be a mockery. 


A* this awful day draws to a close thon 


sands of anxious eyes watch the clouds of 
smoke, which atUl roll over the burned 
district,,wjth evident dread that a sudden 
change of' wind may turn the flames upon 
that portion of the city yet spared. There 
seems, however, little cause for apprehen- 
sion, and reinforcements -of firemen from 
other cities are constantly arriving.

The Michigan 


Lvenue Hotel, on the corner of Michigan 
avenue and Congress street, and the Con- 
gress Hall, directly adjoining, on Congress 
treer, are saved. Michigan terrace, on 
f ichigan avenue, embracing the residences 
of Governor Bross, tbe Hon. John Young 
Soammon, 8. C. Griggs, Peter L Ross and 
ither leading citizen?, is completely de- 
troyed. 


All the newspaper establishments are 


totally wiped out. Tbe Tribune building 
resisted the fire for several honre, but 
finally yielded, when McVioker's Theatre, 
mmediately adjoining, which also witb- 
itood the raging element, wholly snccum- 
led. 
In fact, all the buildings in the dis- 


riot which claimed to be fire-proof shared 
the same fate of those which could make 
no such claims. The great Central depot 
at the foot of Like street became a heap of 
ruins, about 9 o'clock this morning. Most 
of the passenger oars of the Michigan Cen- 
ral, Burlington & Qaincy and Illinois 
Central" railroads were moved on the 
breakwater and saved. West of Clark 
street, in tbe southern division, the fire ex- 
pended south as far as Folk street, sweep- 
ing everything before it. The distance 
mrned over here is some three blocks wide 
and over half a mile in length, numbering 
about twenty blocks. The buildings were 
reuerally of the cheaper character, em- 
iraoing saloons, small shop', poor resi- 
dence*, etc. The district burned over on 
the west Bide commences at Taylor street, 
running from Da Karen to Jefferson. The 
fire ran thence four or five blocks north, 
and then moved diagonally toward the 
river, and finally, the west limit was es- 
tablished on C.mion street, and reaching 
thence to tbe in -r. It moved in this line 
northward until it reached the Northwest- 
ern and West Side depots, where it stop- 
pad, a distance of nearly two miles from 
where it started. The Pittsburgh, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago, and Chicago & St 
Louis railroad depots were in this dictrict, 
and are destroyed. 


Almost the entire Northern Division, 


from the main branch of the Chicago river 
to Lincoln Park, nearly two miles in 
length and one mile in width, is complete- 
ly destroyed, including the water works, 
a large number of elegant churches, etc. 
This district embraces almost the entire 
business portion of the oity. 


The territory south of Harrison street, 


in the South Division, reaching ont many 
miles, and covered almost entirely with 
dwellings, mostly of the butter cuss, is 
untouched, and miy now be regarded as 
safe from injury. 


For miles and miles, in every direction, 


tbe side-walke, lawnp, vacant lota and 
front yards of dwellings are filled with 
people who have escaped from burning 
houses, taking with them only a scanty 
amount of furniture and clothing. The 
sight is truly a harrowing one. These 
people must receive immediate relief or 
many will perish from exposure and star- 
vation. 


As already statod, it is utterly impossi- 


ble to make an approximate estimate oi 
the entire lose, bnt it can scarely fall be- 
low $150.000,003. Of course, bnt a frac- 
tion of this amount can be recovered from 
insurance. 


General Sheridan has to-day telegraphed 


to St. Louie, to tbe Missouri depot there, 
to send at onco 100,000 rations. He has 
also telegraped to Omaha for two com- 
panies of soldiers and 100 tents. He will 
also order another 100,000 rations. 


Mtyor Mason has issued a proclamation 


calling a meeting to-night in the West 
Division to see what the citizens can do 
for the relief of the sufferers. There an 
at least 100,000 people who know not 
when they can get enough provisions to 
satisfy their hunger. 


A later rumor from the North Divisioi 


says' tbe devastation is less widespread 
than heretofore reported. There are no 
deatba reported by the disaster as yet, bnt 
undoubtedly many have perished.

Oa 
word alone—Chicago—seemed |to be the 
beginning of every sentence.

The nearest newspaper 
office, telegraph bulletin, news-board, or 
crowd would soon have informed him 
what was the matter. At their breakfas 
tables the merchants and bankers learne< 
that a terrible conflagration was raging 
in Chicago; on their desks in their count 
ing-houses, telegrams awaited them of dire 
import—the newti that the whole business 
part of the city was destroyed, and tha 
the fire was then spreading and beyom 
control. At the Stock Exchange the ex 
citement was intense. Stocks feU from K 
to 5 per cent without the entering of a 
transaction, Western Union Tdlegrap! 
stock taking a prominent place 'in' the 
tumble. Business wss almost at a stand 
stilt Operations in Western stocks wei 
diffiinlt. DMlen paid much more atten 
tion to rumors and telegraph boys than tc 
quotations; and with ominous looks dis 
cussed the possible and probable eff act o 
the calamity.'

AT THE STOCK EXCHANGE.

bowls. Panic appeared to pervade the at- 
mosphere as well as to cbaneterfz* the 
countenance* of the dealers. Early in the 
morning the effect of the run on the Third 
Avenue Bank and the Ohicago fire was 
perceptible in the nervous movements of 
the stock operators who were "bulling* the 
market The-disposition to cell waa ac- 
celerated by the raid of the bears, who saw 
their 'opportunity and availed themselves 
of it 
The Vanderbilt clique wen rap- - 


posed to be largely "long" of stock*, and 
interested in all the leading railways run- 
ning out of Chicago. At an early how in 
the morning the market began to take a 
rapid downward course, which was ac- 
celerated by the persistent hammering of 
the bean. New York Central and Hud- 
son, which sold at 92 5-8 in the morning, 
swiftly descended to 86, rallying again 
late in the day, and closing at 87 8 8. 
New York Central and Hudson certificates, 
which opened at 37M. declined to 88J£, 
and closed at 80^. Erie, the foot-ball of 
Wall street, began to move in the morn- 
ing at 30 3-8, dropped to 26, and remained 
at the latter figures. Lake Shore opened 
at 108-1-3, and declined to 95>r, closing at 
W%. Hannibal and St Joseph, Tam- 
many's latest scheme for makiiur money, 
and largely dealt in by the City Hall offi- 
cials, dropped from 83J£ to 55 7-8, from 


'hioh place it did not recover. The trans- 


actions in stocks were enormous, and not 
less than 300,000 sham ehan*rd owners. 
A stock-broker named Otis was reported 
to the "Board" as having failed, but, as it 
was early in the morning, and to was 
known to have been weak for som>> time 
past, it waa not attributed to the •panic. 


The gold market was also excited,- but 


not to the same extent as the Stock Ex- 
change. The price opened at 114%, but, 
owing to the large sales of • leading

at which figure it closed for ths 


evening. Government bonds also felt the 
baneful influence of the decline, and fell 
off from % to % par cent on the several 
denominations.

change. The crowds refrained from pelt- 
ing each other jocosely with little balls of 
dough, and stood .in small knots and 
discussed the sufferings of the home- 
less 
people of 
the Queen City of 


tha West^As Chicago was the great 
grain and pork center of the conti- 
nent, the members of the Frodnoe Ex- 
change were naturally concerned as to tha 
manner in which the conflagration would 
affaet their business. A number believed 
that the losses to their members would be 
severe, not so much in actual money as in 
the interruptions of their business rela- 
tions. One member (tnd manager of the 
Exchange) believed that although then 
was a large amount of grain burnt in 
Chicago; still there were but few owners 
of it in New York, as the members of tin 
Exchange were very conservative, specu- 
lated but little, and when they bought 
grain it was an actual purchase, shipped 
to its destination, and not a gambling 
operation. -Few were able to make an es- 
timate of the probable loss.

ble circumstance*, tbe loise* are enough to 
appall the merchant* of thi* city, and fears 
are entertained that several large failures 
will be tbe result. Dealers in Chicago, in 
their anxiety to strengthen tbems«lve«, 
will crowd their customers in tbe smaller 
towns oi tbe West, and will thus tend to 
induce a general panio throughout the 
West, which will seriously involve dealers 
ia this city. A prominent importer re- 
marked, last night, that he would sell his 
claims on tbe strongest house in Chicago 
at twenty-five cent* on the dollar, and that 
he had no expectation that a single firm in 
that oity would withstand the storm. 
"We'll not be hard on them, U they fail," 
he added. "They represent the push and 
go-ahead oi America, and we are too 
proud oi them, as members of the trade, 
not to gife them every chance to start 
again. I predict that tbe most liberal 
compromise will be made by our bouses to 
enable our creditors to resume business." 


Many sagacious merohants apprehend a 


serious panic to-day, when the utter pros- 
tration of Chicago dealers is fully known. 
Then will follw an anxious examination of 
accounts outstanding in that oity, and the 
announcement that the insurance compa- 
nies will be powerless to oeet their en- 
gagements may possibly lead to several 
failures. 


It is stated on good authority that the 


losaea growing out of the conflagration 
will not be confined to dealers in Chicago 
and this city, but will also be shared by 
large manufacturing houses in Europe. 
The quantity of foreign goods imported 
directly to Chicago from foreign ports via 
Montreal aid the great lake*, has increas- 
ed very largely during the past year. It 
is stated that four prominent houses in 
Chicago have exclusive agents in Europe 
to buy German cloth*. English carpelr, 
French silks, and Bath hosiery; and the 
importation* during September, at Chi* 
cago, are known to have been exceedingly 
heavy. Foreign manufacturers, in addi- 
tion to " Middlemen " in New York and 
Boston, will thus ba involved in heavy 
losses, ia tbe event of tha failure ot the 
Chicago dealer*. 


THS BURNED BC1LDIKGS. 


The court-house, occupying the eentrtl 


square in the city, was an imposing edi- 
fice built in 1855 of Lockport limestone.

The building ot the Young Men's Chris- 


tian Association on Madison street, near 
La Salle, included Farwell Hall, and con- 
tained several stores, a hotel, counting- 
rooms, and the office of a charitable insti- 
tution, to which it belonged.. 


The Michigan Sou.'.era railroad depot 


was (the Vanderbilt depot excepted} the 
finest buildirg on this continent devoted to 
railway purposes. I>, was built of Athens 
matble. 
•jtThe Union depot wan famous on account 
of its immense size. I; was the terminus 
ot several railroads. 


The ousteea-house and post-office build- 


ing, at Monroe and Dearborn street*, was 
• large and handsome building of Athens 
marble, built on the plan of the buildings 
devoted to the same purpose at Cleveland, 
Detroit and Toledo. 


The First and Second Presbyterian 


churches on Wabash street, were among 
tiie finest buildings in the country devoted 
to religious worship. The First,near Van 
Itnren street, waa built in ]85<t at a cost of 
$100,000. 


Unity ohnrch, at the corner of Whitney 


and North Dearborn streets, was famous 
as the scene oi the labors of the RJV. 
Robert Collyer. 


The Dearborn theater, on Daarborn 


street, between Madison and Washington 
streets, was a vary handsome structure, 
used as a minstrel ball. Lately it has 
been occupied by Manning's minstrel 
troupe. 


Farwell's ball, on Madison, between 


Cliuk and La Salle street*, was one of the 
laigest halls in the United States, and is 
said to have accommodated 4.000 people. 
Aiken's museum, on Randolph, between 


Clark and Dearborn street), combined 
with its halls filled with collections ot rari- 
ties, a pretty little theatre, celebrat ed as 
the birthplace ot many of tho sensational 
pieces of the day. 


MoVioker's theatre, on Madison street, 


between State and Dearborn, streets, was 
the principal theatre ol the oity, and was 
visited yearly by the prominent stars of 
tbe dramatic profession. It will probably 
be rebuilt on the model of Booth's theatre 
of this city. 


The Sherman House, one the largest 


and handsomest hotels in the west, was 
built in I860, of Athena marble, at a cost 
ol iv-tOO.OOO. It had a frontage of 340 feet 
on Randolph street and 340 on Clark 
street. The Briggs House was likewise a 
handsome buildinjr, as was also the Metro- 
politan Hotel. 


Tha Crosby opera-house, the beauty and 


ralne ot which was bruited about when it 
beoMiio the chief prize in a lottery, stood 
on Washington street, between State and 
Daarborn streets. It had a front ol 140 
ieet on Washington street and ran back 
179 feat The building was completed 
13C3 at a cost of 1430.000.

- Titwilie; through th« recent w» ton of 
drouth and high windi, has fortunately 
escaped fires, and we ahall be very thank- 
ful and very fortunate if we escape inch 
visitations during the approaching winter, 
when fires produc* the moat serious ef- 
fects. Our bnaineia streets being princi- 
pally lined with frame buildings, and 
scores of them occupied by saloon* and 
stored with moat combustible material, 
our exposure is necessarily great at all 
times. The general insecurity BOW felt in 
insurance companies will induce all busi- 
ness men to quicken their vigilance in the 
oare of their buildings and property, 
above all oar people are deeply interested 
in ascertaining the real conditici and ef- 
ficiency of our city Fire Department and 
the supply of water upon which it must 
rely in case of emergency../ 


The fire apparatus department consists 


of two steam fire engines — the "Col. 
Drake" and the "City of Titasville"— 
both at present in good order and splendid 
condition, and capable of throwing 400 
gallons of water each per minntt; also one 
hook and ladder truck, carrying six lad- 
der;, varying from 12 to 45 feet; also three 
hose oarts, carrying 1,400 feet of good 
rubber hose, besides which there is 1,300 
feet of Koo3 hc-je, for' which no cart? are 
provided. There is also about GOO feet of 
leather hose, with two hand engines — 
Washington No. 2 and Protection 1 — in 
good repiir. Tho fire department consists 
of 150 registered men, 100 of which num- 
ber can bo relied on within ten minutes of 
the tinging of the bell. 


There is only one ongino-honsa into 


which the two steamers and tho hoso oart 
aro crowded, which IB very inconvenient in 


cleaning and getting them out 


promptly. 


As yet tbero baa ua team been bought 


for the now steamer, although a fire com- 
mittee of the Council have been instructed 
to do so. E ich steamer, with hoso cart, 
should have a separate building, and each 
company thould bo provided with separate 
bunk rooms. 


The water of the city is utterly inade- 


quate in case of a lar^e conflagration. 
There are s-ivon tanks or cisterns sunk at 
the following placer. Oae «orner Pine and 
Franklin, one corner Main and Franklin, 
one on corner o! Main and Washington, 
one on tho corner of Main and Ferry, 
one on corner of Main and Mnnroe, one on 
corner of Spruce and Perry, and one on 
Walnut street. These cisturns are suppos- 
ed to be supplied from Church Run, but 
unless tbe water is high on Church Ran

cially at present, when the water in 
tha ran is so low, and, in short, little de- 
pendence can be placed upon these reser- 
vors in times of draught. tThe present dry 
condition of the creek would also preclude 
tho possibility of getting any supply from 
that source in case of a fire in that locality. 


The only source of supply which can at 


all be depended on in dry weather ia the 
mill race, and this is not always full, as, 
for instance, on Monday last the water 
was drawn off. 
A good and effective 


stream cannot be thrown with a length oi 
hose greater than 2,000 feet; therefore, all 
those parts of the city at a greater 
distance than that from the mill race 
would, in cue of fire, be in great danger, 
through an inadequate supply of water; 
besides which, it would take from fifteen 
minutes to half an hour to lay and con- 
nect 2,000 feet of hose ou an emergency 
This review will show our citizens the 
defects which detract from the efficiency 
of the fire department, and they will ex-
